NEWMAN TOWNSHIP. 


THE city of Newman was laid out contemporary with Tuscola, and the vane 
was given it in honor or B. Newman, Lay, one of the original propricturs, 
Among the early setter may he mentioned Enoch Howell, who was one of the 
Associtte Judges of Colea Connie; ond the Winklers, who sold their land to 
the Hopkins; James, Cornelius, Robert, und William Hopkins were leading 
men of the day. Robert Hopkins was one of the Judges of Coles County at the 
time the separation of Dougias from Coles occurred, and was re-elected to fill 
the fractional term for Doug County, He died a few years ago, and Mr. 
Willits Hopkins is also deceased at a ripe old age 

‘The township is nearly all prairie. ‘Toward the north the country rises in 
upland, known as the “ Ridge Here James M, Coolley and his brother; Mr 
William W. Young, deceased: and the Reverend Jonathan Cooller were the 
first settlers. Isaac Skinner, of Newman, is one of the oldest residents, and an- 
other old inhabitant is William Sime. The Endiuna and Ulinois Central 
Railroad traverses the southern part, and the township took st in the road 
to the amount of twelve thousand dollars. The town-hip contains some tine 
farts, among which is that of Mr. C. M. Culbertson, lying north and west of 
Newman, of over two thousand acres, the farg=t contiguoss bedy of land in 
the eastern ead of Douglas County. ‘The view trom the rolling prairie kno’ 
aa the “ Ridge,” in the epper part of the township, is more extensive than any 
which may be obtained trom ane ot lier part of the County. 

A man named Gob Mattison, some time previous to 1540, or sbout that date, 
settled in this township. He brought with him twelve or fifteen slaves. He 
on learned they would be tree should they remain a year, and so proposed to 
return with them to Kentucky.

Mr. WALLACE traces his ancestry hack tothe Seotch Gonily ofthat name. His 
grand fathe vert Wallace, emiurated frou Scodand to ireland, and from 
there to America, settling in Pennsylvania near where the three suites of Vil 
ginia, Maryland and Peonsvivania comme together, He had five sons, three of 
whom ‘ed away from their Pennsylvania home.

his father’s family located, now nearly hidfa century ago. They were the first 
permanent settlers of the district now embraced in Doulas county 

Mr. Richtan is of English and German descent. ILis grandfather came 
from Baghind. and after setting for a time east of the Ridge, moved to Greens 
brier county, now in West Virginia, and w: the carly settlers of 
n. Tfere John A. Riclinan, Mr. Riehman’s Gaither wie born, and at the 
age of wener-five miarried Sasanna Chaler. They had nine childrens Willian, 
vaney, afterwards the wife of Daniel Dale; Betsey, who married Willian 
Bridshaw ; John, the subject of this biezraph mes; Christina, who mearricd 
Joho Frazier; David, slic and Lewis. The children all came to De 
county. John and Lewis are the only ones now living. 

John Kiehman was born in Greeabrier county, West: Virg’ 
second, 1210. The first fifteen years of his lite he spentin Virgini 
were no schools of any acconnt at that time in the nerchborhood where he was 
brought up.

EPHRAIM DRAGOO, (pDEcEaseD.) 


Ernraim Dracoo was the son of John and Hanval D and was born 
in Nelson County, Kentucky, Jannary 2 tsit. His father had come to 
Kentucky from Ponneyivania. There were cieven children, of whom Epirina 
was the think He werked on his Guher’a farm while a lad and a young man,

In the twenty-fourth year of his ae be married Louisa Jane Younger, a na- 
tive of the adjoining County ef Ballit, The date of the marriage was che loth 
of March, 1541, and Mrs. Drigoo was then only in her tiiteenth wear. The first 
season Mr. Drigeo engaged in hotel-keepings bat the next turued Lbs attention 
> farming, Which continued his oecnpation for the r=tof his lite, After a res- 
lenee of seven vears in Kentucky, Mr. Dragon removed with his tanily to In- 
diana. Three children had then been born, He settled in Indiana abeut four 
tevn miles above Terre [ante, two miles east of the stute Hine between Indiana 
aul [lineis. [fe lived here four vears, and then omizmitet to Douzlas County, 
then forming partot Coles Ee entered here two liedred weres of land, in the 
neizhborhood of which he lived cli the day ot his death. 

It was the ful of 1852 when he came to Donzlas County. He subsequently 
increased the amount of his land te three hundeed and twenty acres, He also 
followed mule and stock rising. Mr. Drigoe was a thorough Demovrat in his 
political convietions, but still Liber toward his poiitieal opponents. In his 
manner he was quict and uno-tentatious. . He was rather above the avenige 
height, of fair proportions, dark hair and eves, and muddy complexion. “He 
was oblizing in his disposition and kind in his domestic relations. 

His deaths ovenrred on the 25th of Jannary, 1875, and his moral remai 
now repose in the Cemetery in Camargo. His widow, a faithtul wile of thirty- 
four vears, who had shared his fortunes from a mere girl, and twelve chikiren, 
six of whom are married, were left to mourn the loss of a devoted bushand and 
kind father. 


W. L. WATSON. 


W. L. Watson was bor in Vermilion connty, Ilinois, on the twenty-second 
of December, 1837. His father was Willliam D. Watson, in his carly life an 
itinerant Methodist preacher who (rive extensively through Indiana, 
having been born iu the neighborhool of Vineennes, and in) Fountain 
county of that state marrie!

NEWMAN TOWNSHIP. 


CHARLES M. CULBERTSON. 


Mr. CHarces M. Ccisent™y, of Chicago, though nut a resident of Douglas 
county, is one of the kungesc land-owners, and for many years has been promi- 
nentiy identified with its interests ITs farm of twenty-three findrod acres 
in Newman township, is a baivot land among the finest improved in the 
county. It is only in the sense of owning this firm that Mr. Culbertson isa 
farmer. Pork-packing has bees his business for many years. He is at present 
senior member of one of the lance firms in that busines in Chicago. 

The family from which he is descended are of Scoteh descent. His great- 
grandfather emigrated trom Sovilind to America at an early day, and the 
family settled in Lancaster county, Pennsylvania. The descendants here be 
came somewhat nimerons, and cave the mame to a settlement, Culbertson's 
Row, so called from the fact of tumilies of that name wing an extent of 
coventry in one direction for sereral miles. Here his father, Charles M. Cnt- 
bertaon, was born, and from there, in the year ISIS, emigrated to Indiana, 
having previously married Elizabeth MeCarny. The father settled in Je‘er- 
son covaty. _Itaras the year atter his arvival, on the fifth of August, i814, in 
Jefferson county, Indiana, that t harles M.Culbectsoa, the subjeet of our sketch, 
was bor. The edneational advantages at the command of voung Culbertson 
were not of a verr tiberal chametor. Phe schools were open only a few months 
in the year, and the svstem of instmetion was vastly inferior to that atiorded 
by the common cchoois of lar, He had mainiy to zely on his own percep 
tions and industry for the elements of knowledge which tte acquired. He began 
lite for himself at an carly At fourteen he left home, and coming to New- 
port in Vermilion connty, Indiana, began clerking in a store at thet place. 
This was in the vear 1353. He kept this position for about eight years, At 
first he received a sulary of cighty dollars a year, out of which he clothed him- 
self, The highest he received was two hundred dollars per sear, his salary ia 
1S41. 

Mr. Culbertson was now past che age of twenty-one. During his clerkship 
he had exhibited business quaiif carious of a high order, and his services had 
been of value to his employer. He now entered into a partuership with 
Daniel A. Jones to carry on a general merchandiziny and pork-packing busi- 
nes at Newport. This partnership continued ull 1854. Un to 1850 the busi- 
ness was carried on at Newport. anil efter that Jate at Chicago, The change of 
location was principally oceasivned by the diversion of trade from the Wabash 
by reason of the development of the railmal srstem. In the first settlement 
of the country, mde natmrally round an outlet by che rivers, but as the malu- 
plication of railroad line tendai to railway centres, Mr. Culbertson removed 
to Chicago in 1857, which city has since been his home. The firm packed pork 
there as early a 1598, During the last sixteen years of the partnership be- 
tween Mr. Jones and Mr. Calbertson, there had never been the seratch of a 
pen between them, such was the eonidence that each reposed in the other. In 
1864, Mr. Jones sold ont his interes in the firm to Mose Fowler and Adams 
Earle. of Lafayette, and Lyman Blair, of Chicago, who then became associated 
with Mr. Culbert-on in carrying on the business. Mr. Earle s:h-equently sold 
his interest 1o Mr. Culbertson, and in 1871 Mr. Blair bought out Mr. Fowler. 
Since 1464, the name of the tirty has been Culbertson, Ilair and Co. The: en- 
terprive with which the busine has been conducted, has produced favorable 
results. Their opermitions hive been endanzed from ume to time, and ibe tirm 
now doe a busines up in the tuillionaevery year.

The Rev. Mr. Coolley, now at the axe of seventy-two, thouzh not in chance 
of any congregation, still continues his labors as his health permits. Ocher men 
connected with the early settlement of the county have heaped together greater 
wealth, and risen to higher prominence, but few have done so much for the 
educational and moral advancement of the people.
